REFINING A MULE. 


THIEVES’ MARKET IN MEXICO. 


The mayor of a Missouri city has 
offered a reward to any person who 
will keep a mule from braying at 
night. 

We have no hope to hold out to the 
mayor. We once thought we knew 
a sure cure for a mule so afflicted, 
but now we do not even feel com¬ 
petent to give advice on the subject. 
I*t takes a person with great depth 
of character to refrain from giving 
advice—especially on a subject he 
doesn't know anything about. On the 
subject of braying we no longer pose 
as an authority. 

We had read in a paper, when we 
were a boy, that a mule could be 
made to give up its craving for song 
by tying a stone on its tail, the arti¬ 
cle pointing out that a mule could 
not bray unless it could raise its tail. 
When a neighbor came to us one day 
saying that his mule did not rest i 
well at night, we quickly volunteered 
to cure it. In our younger days we 
were ready to right every wrong. 

The first moment the mule lifted its 
voice on the evening quiet we picked 
up a stone, wrapped it with baling 
wire and slipped out to the barn 
where the mule was tied to a stall. 
Opening the door we stepped inside 
and put our hand on the mule. Its 
back bent up like a spjring, but we 
did not stop to think about that. 
Then we began tying the baling wire 
to the animal’s tail. So proud were 
we that we were doing something to 
help along mankind, that we hummed 
a light tune as we worked. After we 
had fastened the wire to the part of 
the creature’s anatomy just mentioned 
we stepped back to contemplate our 
work and to think what a large-sized 
wrong we had righted. 

Then things began to happen that 
had not occurred to us before. We 
noticed that the mule had gathered 
its four feet closer and closer to¬ 
gether, like a cat standing on a 
saucer, but the significance of this 
did not dawn on us. It did not occur 
to us that the creature would do any¬ 
thing unworthy of itself. It would 
surely know that we were doing this 
for its own good, but we had recked 
without taking into consideration a 
mule’s ingratitude. 

We started to reach out our hand 
to calm the creature’s troubled 
spirit, but our hand never reached 
its destination. In a moment we 
found ourself on the ground outside 
the barn, having left by way of the 
wall. A board crashed beside us. 
Before we could get up the whole 
end of the barn came over and got 
down on the ground beside us—the 
stone was still hanging to the mule’s 
tail. The stall came flying out, too, 
so we got up and crawled away. 
Then all was silence, and we knew 
that the stone was off the mule’s 
tail. 

We worked our way over to where 
the mule was still tied. It was peace¬ 
fully standing there, calmly munch¬ 
ing hay, as if nothing had marred its 
evening’s quietude. Softly we stole 
away, leaving the creature to its own 
reflections. 

That is the reason there is no need 
in any one coming to us and asking 
us to cure a mule of braying in the 
night. We are now content to leave 
a mule to its own devices, and to all 
mayors we give out the word that we 
have discontinued the mule branch of 
our business.—Homer Croy.

It is only in our modern ultra- 
civilized day of law and order and the 
utilitarian theory of life that the bold 
and romantic profession of robbery is 
wholly looked down upon. Robin 
Hood was a robber, and yet an 
honored and honorable man, and the 
subject of more legends than any 
king. And in the brave days that are 
described in “Loorna Doone,” a suc¬ 
cessful highwayman was highly re¬ 
garded for his courage and good 
marksmanship. 

In Old Mexico things are still run 
upon the mediaeval plan, and the 
time-honored business of direct and 
physical robbery still has a good deal 
of unofficial recognition. Every once 
in a whole some prominent Mexican 
bandit takes a running jump at the 
presidential chair, and some of these 
road agents have a great hold upon 
the popular imagination, and long 
ballads about their exploits are sung 
from one end of the country to the 
other. 

Furthermore, the somewhat less 
spectacular profession of the sneak- 
thief also obtains a sort of vicarious 
recognition. If your umbrella or your 
silver teapot is stolen from your house 
in Mexico City, you do not appeal to 
the police, but go to the “volador” or 
public market, and spend a few hours 
wandering along the crowded alleys, 
lined by shops filled with every con¬ 
ceivable sort of junk. Very probably 
you will find your lost article among 
it, and after a good deal of haggling 
will get it back for the best price you 
can afford to pay. 

Very likely the man you buy it from 
is the very same who stole it; for the 
thief is protected by an old custom, 
which decrees that he may go free of 
punishment if he displays the stolen 
goods in the market upon the first 
Sunday after he steals it. 

This recognition is extended to 
thievery throughout Mexico, and 
thieves’ markets are to be found in 
a number of cities besides the capital. 
—Washington Star.

Many farmers as well as their wives 
try to save money by doing all the 
work themselves, and after a few 
years spend more money than they 
saved on both hired help and doctors’ 
bills. Sometimes they get beyond the 
doctors’ help in carrying out this plan 
for saving money. Some people save 
by not insuring their property and 
lose everything when their house or 
barn burns. 

Common-sense saving is the thing 
and it is good for everybody, city

AN UP-TO-DATE AND 
SANITARY MARKET 


It is very seldom that a retail shop 
in a country town is modern, up-to-date 
and sanitary in every way. It was 
therefore an agreeable surprise to our 
representative while visiting, a few 
days ago, in South San Francisco, 
when calling on the trade to note the 
many new improvements recently in¬ 
stalled in Bind’s Market of that city. 
In fact, many of the shops in cities of 
larger size would do well to copy after 
this well-appointed establishment. The 
sanitary arrangements are so complete 
it would be impossible to describe them 
in the small space allotted, but will 
endeavor in- a general way to give some 
idea of this miniature modern packing 
house. Entering the shop, the first 
thing we note is a screened partition 
built between the counter, office and 
display window, keeping flies and other 
insects away from small cuts and other 
articles that may be infected by these 
vermin. In the rear of the shop can he 
found a large refrigerator, well stocked 
with all classes of meats and supplied 
with cold air, furnished by a refrigerat¬ 
ing plant recently installed on the 
premises. 

This plant is located in the basement 
of the building and is a fac-simile of 
plants of larger size operated by the 
wholesalers and jobbers around the bay. 
In the basement is also found a com¬ 
plete equipment for the corning of beef 
or pork, as well as modern sausage ma¬ 
chinery and bone grinder, which ma¬ 
chine is used in treating waste scraps 
from the block, making them into poul¬ 
try feed, used by this enterprising con¬ 
cern in taking care of its stock of poul¬ 
try,another one of the branches of 
country store in provisions which they 
deal. 

Leading from the gateway in the rear 
of the yard is an overhead trolley track 
upon which all meat delivered is taken 
from the wagon to the icehouse, men¬ 
tioned before. The flooring of the yard, 
shop and basement consists of concrete, 
with a perfect drainage, so that it can 
be washed and cleaned whenever neces¬ 
sary. In another part of the yard there 
is a smoke house where green hams and 
bacon are cured, as well as a motor 
pumping from a 97-foot well, from 
which good pure cold water is sent to 
a large tank on top or the building, giv¬ 
ing it ample pressure for all purposes. 
Many other things were shown to us, 
and though it would more than please 
us to give a description, the best we 
could say would in no way fulfill the 
many thrills we received as we made 
observations under the guidance of the 
popular and genial proprietor, Peter 
Lind, who so modestly showed us 
around, and upon interrogation made the 
following statement: 

“I came to this country as a boy, 
spending my school days in Omaha, 
Nebraska, starting some twenty years 
ago in my trade as a tiutcher. I came 
to this coast and for a number of years 
worked for the Western Meat Company 
I as foreman at its plant in South San 
I Francisco. About fourteen years ago I 
j opened up the pioneer markets, both in 
i this city and San Bruno. At that time 
; both places were nothing but small 
oases in what was seemingly a wilder- 
] ness, and it is with pride that I have 
I watched them both develop, knowing 
! myself to be one of the small wheels 
in vast machinery improvements that 
iiave gone forth in thrs section of our 
great state of California. Finding dur¬ 
ing my time that many of the butchers 
in smaller communities find hardships 
in supplying to their customers meat in 
tlie condition they should supply it, 1 
conceived the plan <>r minding, the re¬ 
sult of which you have just observed. 
Thanks to previous experience in the 
large packing plant in our city, 1 was 
enabled, after many experiments, to ac¬ 
complish what I have, until now, along 
with them, I can say, 'I save everything 
but ttie squeal,’ and on top of that give 
my customers the best I can secure.”— 
The Western Butcher. .

fornia, together with the necessary 
curves, side tracks, switches, cross¬ 
overs and turnouts, over and along the 
following streets: 

Commencing at Grand Avenue at the 
easterly line of Chestnut Avenue and 
continuing thence along Grand Avenue 
westerly to the northeasterly line of 
Mission Road. 

Whereas, All matters, acts, and tilings 
precedent to the granting of the fran¬ 
chise hereinafter set forth have hereto¬ 
fore happened, been done and performed 
in due form of law. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco do orgain as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 1. That there is hereby 

granted to the —----. 

subject to all the terms and conditions 
hereinafter made and expressed, the 
right, privilege and franchise of con¬ 
ducting, maintaining and operating for 
a period of fifty (50) years from and 
after the date on which this ordinance 
shall become effective, a single or 
double track railroad of standard gauge, 
except as herein stated, together with 
the necessary curves, poles, wires, ap¬ 
pliances and appurtenances, and the 
right, privilege and permission to pass 
with, operate and run cars thereon for 
the carriage and transportation of pas¬ 
sengers for hire, propelled and operated 
by electricity, gasoline, or any other 
lawful motive power except steam, 
horses or mules, with all overhead and 
underground wires, and other electrical 
and mechanical appliances, except what 
is generally known and called the 
"Third Rail System.” switches, side¬ 
tracks, spur tracks, and equipment for 
the same, and the right, privilege and 
permission to excavate and remove such 
portions of the streets, alleys, and 
other places in said City of South San 
Francisco to be occupied by any of its 
tracks and poles, as may be necessary 
properly to construct said railroad, and

tracks must conform to the lines of the 
street or highway and be placed at an 
equal distance from the center line 
thereof. 

Section 3. Said City of South San 
Francisco reserves the right to alter or 
change the grade of said street to pave 
and repave and otherwise improve the 
street without having to pay the cost 
of readjusting the railway tracks to the 
requirements of the new improvements. 
Said city also reserves the right to con¬ 
struct sewers, lay water or gas mains, 
and establish, remove or readjust any 
other fixtures of a public nature in, 
under or over said street without being 
liable to the company for any necessary 
interruption in street railway traffic. 

Section 4. Said grantee, its suc¬ 
cessors and assigns, shall at its own 
expense pave or repave, macadamize or 
remacadamize, grade or regrade the en¬ 
tire length of the said street used by 
its tracks, between the rails thereof, 
and between the tracks where sidings 
or two tracks are laid, for a width ex¬ 
tending for two (2) feet on each side of 
each track, with the same material as 
may be used for such purposes by the 
City of South San Francisco, except, 
however, that within each track and for 
a distance of at least six (6)' inches on 
each side of each track basalt blocks or 
molded brick may be used, and under 
the same supervision and supeciflcations 
and in the same manner as upon the 
avenue or street over which said rail¬ 
road runs, or the tracks thereof are laid, 
and shall keep the same constantly in 
good repair and flush with the surface 
of said street; provided however, that 
during the five years next following 
the date of the pasage of this ordinance, 
and no longer, said grnntee, its suc¬ 
cessors and assigns, may use what is 
commonly known as water-bound mac¬ 
adam, having a thickness of at least 
seven inches, in constructing its pave¬ 
ment between the rails only. At the 
expiration of said period of five years 
said grantee, its successors and assigns 
shall pave the area between the rails 
with tiie same material witli which the 
other portions of said street are paved 
and under the same specifications. 

In the event that said grantee, its 
successors or assigns, shall exercise the 
right and privilege herein granted to 
construct a double track railroad after 
any paving or repaving, macadamizing 
(>]• remacadamizing, has been done along 
and upon said street, by or under the 
direction and supervision of ttie Board 
of Trustees of the City of South San 
Francisco, said grantee, its successors 
or assigns, shall make reimbursement 
in the manner following, to-wit: 

If the cost of said improvement has 
been assessed upon the lands abutting 
on each side of any of said streets, re¬ 
imbursement shall be made to the 
! owners of said lands. One-half of the 
whole amount of such reimbursement 
shall be distributed among the owners 
of said lands abutting on either side of 
said avenue or street, according to the 
front-foot method. In the event that 
said work of improvement shall have 
been paid for out of the treasury of 
! the City of South San Francisco, such 
reimbursement shall be made to said 
city. Such reimbursement shall be 
I made for the entire length of said 
paving or repaving, macadamizing or 
| remacadamizing, between the rails of 
said additional or second track and for 
la width extending for two (2) feet on 
each side of said track and for any ad- 
ditional distance between ttie tracks 
| t lien on said avenue or street. 

Section 5. The rate of fare for any 
distance along said railroad within ttie 
corporate limits of said City of Soutli 
| Stin Francisco, or between any point on 
said railroad as now operated and Holy 
j Cross Cemetery, shall be five (5) cents 
| for one passenger. 

Section 6. The overhead wires used 
I as electric conductors shall lie hung 
) from cross wires, properly insulated, 
j and shall not lie less than eighteen (18) 
feet, measured vertically, from the sur¬ 
face of the street, and shall be sup- 
j ported by double line*# of poles, one on 
each side of the street. 

Section 7. Whenever the grantee of 
this ordinance, its successors or assigns, 
shall cut into or displace any of the 
streets or other places in the City of 
Soutli San Francisco hereinbefore 
named, for the purpose of constructing 
its said railroad, or for the purpose of 
mtiking any repairs thereto or to the 
equipment thereof, it shall restore all 
such streets or other places to their 
former condition. 

Section 8. Improved construction 
shall be used for the equipment of said 
i road, and all cars to tie used shall be 
of improved pattern and construction 
for tiie comfort and convenience of 
passengers, and shall be kept in good 
repair, and provided with sufficient 
brakes for stopping the same, as well 
as with proper lights and signal devices. 
Every single car, or, in case of a train, 
every motor used on said railroad, shall 
be fitted with suitable fenders or appli¬ 
ances placed in front of such car or 
[ motor, for the purpose of removing and 
[ clearing obstructions from the track 
and preventing any obstacle, obstruc- 
J tions or persons on the track from get¬ 
ting under the car or motor, and for 
removing the same out of danger or 
out of the way of such car or motor. 

Section 9. This franchise shall be 
deemed to contain all the conditions 
now required by law, in addition to 
those enumerated herein. 

Section 10. The grantee of this fran¬ 
chise, its successors or assigns, shall 
begin to construct the portion of its 
railroad provided for in this franchise 
upon the street herein named, whenever 
the Board of Trustees of" the City of 
South San Francisco shall determine to 
order the ltiying and construction of any 
pavement upon said street. Such work 
of construction shall be thereafter 
faithfully prosecuted and actively pur¬ 
sued and carried forward to completion 
within such period of time as may be 
reasonably limited for the completion 
of the work of paving herein contem¬ 
plated. If the said grantee, its suc- 
cussors or assigns, shall fail to comply 
with the provisions of this section, un¬ 
less an extension of time is granted by 
said Board of Trustees, this franchise 
shall immediately cease and determine. 

Section 11. The grantee of this fran¬ 
chise shall, upon the determination of 
the fact that it is the successful bidder, 
file a bond running to the City of South 
San Francisco, with at least two (2) 
good and sufficient sureties to be ap¬ 


proved by said Board of Trustees, in 
the penal sum of one thousand (1,000) 
dollars, conditioned that said grantee, 
its successors and assigns, shall well 
and truly observe, fulfill and perform 
each and every condition of said fran¬ 
chise, and that in case of any breach 
of condition of such bond, then the 
whole of the penal sum therein named 
shall be taken and be deemed to be 
liquidated damages, and shall be recover¬ 
able from the principal and sureties 
upon said bond; said bond shall be filed 
with the Board of Trustees within five 
days after this franchise is awarded, 
and before the final pasage of this ordi¬ 
nance. 

Section 12. At any time after the 
twenty-five years next succeeding the 
date of the passage of this ordinance 
said city shall have the right and privi¬ 
lege, at its option, to purchase the plant 
and equipment of said grantee, its suc¬ 
cessors or assigns, by paying therefor 
its value, which value shall be the 
capital investment of said grantee, Its 
successors and assigns. “Capital in¬ 
vestment,” as that term is used in this 
ordinance, shall be and mean the fair 
and reasonable value of ttie plant, in¬ 
cluding good will, as a going concern, 
having regard to its condition of repair 
and its adaptability and capacity for the 
business of transportation of pas¬ 
sengers. In the determination of such 
value no regard shall be had to the 
capitalization of the grantee company 
as represented by the company’s out¬ 
standing stocks and bonds, but such 
value shall include interest during con¬ 
struction and any difference in net 
earnings during the first five (5) years 
of operation between 8 per cent on the 
capital actually invested and the 
amount actually earned. All land and 
fixtures shall be valued at the cost of 
reproduction less any depreciation for 
wear and obsolescence at the time the 
city shall take over the said property. 
The method of procedure in determining 
such valuation shall be that set forth 
in paragraphs "b,” “c,” "d” and "e” of 
Section 13 hereof. If said city shall 
elect to make the purchase herein pro¬ 
vided for, it shall do so by ordinance 
adopted by the Board of Trustees 
within thirty (30) days after the price 
has been determined by the Board of 
Appraisers provided for in Section 13, 
anil given as aforesaid. Said city shall 
have three months after the passage of 
the ordinance in which said election to 
purchase shall be made, in which to pay 
the price so ascertained. Tf the city 
shall elect to purchase, said grantee, its 
successors or assigns, shall retain pos¬ 
session of said property and equipment 
and maintain the same in good condi¬ 
tion, and operate the same as herein 
specified, and be entitled to receive the 
profits arising therefrom, until the pur¬ 
chase price ascertained as aforesaid 
shall have been paid. 

On the payment of the purchase price 
said grantee, its successors or assigns, 
shall transfer to said city any and 
every franchise, right and privilege per¬ 
taining tl* said street railway, to be 
operated under this franchise, which 
said grantee, its successors or assigns, 
may have or claim. 

Section 13. (a) If at the expiration 

of this franchise said City of South 
San Francisco shall be unwilling to 
grant a renewal of this franchise, or 
another franchise, to said grantee, its 
successors and assigns, upon terms 
mutually agreeable to the city and 
grantee, said city hereby agrees to pur¬ 
chase the tracks, cars, motors, poles, 
wires, and all other mechanical appli¬ 
ances, equipment and appurtenances, by 
paying therefor the actual market value. 
Actual market value shall be taken to 
mean the cost of reproduction less any 
depreciation due to wear and obso¬ 
lescence. All land and fixtures on any 
such land shall be valued at the cost of 
reproduction less any depreciation for 
wear and obsolescence. In determining 
any vnlue, ns herein provided for, no 
value shall be placed on good will; and 
in the determination of such value no 
regard shall be had to the company’s 
capitalization as represented by the 
company’s stocks and bonds. 

(b) Said Board of Trustees of the 
City of South San Francisco shall, by 
resolution, direct written notice to be 
given to said grantee, its successors or 
assigns, of the intention of said city to 
purchase, at least six months prior to 
the date of the expiration of this fran¬ 
chise. The valuation herein provided 
for shall be determined in the manner 
following: 

Within twenty (20) days after the 
service of such notice, said Board of 
Trustees shall select two (2) ap¬ 
praisers, and said grantee, its suc¬ 
cessors or assigns, shall select two (2) 
appraisers. The four appraisers so se¬ 
lected shall, within twenty (20) days 
after their appointment, select a fifth 
appraiser. The appraisers so chosen 
shall forthwith proceed to determine 
and appraise such value, as of tiie date 
of the expiration of this franchise. The 
decision of a majority of said appraisers 
shall be final and conclusive, and shall, 
as soon as made, lie given in writing to 
said city and to said grantee, its suc¬ 
cessors and assigns, who shall bear 
equally the expense of the appraisal 
proceeding. The appraisers shall lie 
permitted personally, or by any person 
or persons designated by them, to in¬ 
spect the plant and till records, books 
of account, vouchers, bills, contracts 
and documents of said grantee, its suc¬ 
cessors or assigns, for the purpose of 
fully informing themselves of such 
value. 

(c) Any vacancy or vacancies occur¬ 
ring at any time in said Board of Ap¬ 
praisers, by death, resignation, disquali¬ 
fication or inability to act, may be tilled 
within fifteen (15) days by the party or 
body making such original appointment. 

(d) If said city shall elect to make 
the purchase herein provided for, it 
shall do so by ordinance adopted by the 
Board of Trustees within thirty (30) 
days after the price has been deter¬ 
mined by said Board of Appraisers and 
given as aforesaid; said city shall have 
three months after the passage of the 

i ordinance wherein said election to pur¬ 
chase shall be made, in which to pay 
the price so ascertained. Said grantee, 
its successors and assigns, shall retain 
possession of said property and equip¬ 
ment, tind maintain the same in good 
condition, and operate the same as 
herein specified, and be entitled to re¬ 
ceive the profits arising therefrom, 
until the purchase price ascertained as 
aforesaid shall have been paid. 

(e) On the payment of such pur¬ 
chase price said grantee, its successors 

| or assigns, shall transfer to the said 
] city any and every franch se, right anil 
j privilege pertaining to said street rail- 
! wtiy to be operated under this franchise 
which said grantee, its successors or 
assigns, may have or claim. 

Section 14. The said grantee, its suc- 
(cessors and assigns, shall, during the 
] term for which this franchise is 
j granted, pay to said City of South San 
Francisco two (2) tier cent of the gross 
annual receipts arising from the use, 
operation or possession of the right, 
privilege or franchise granted in Section 
1, of this ordinance; provided, however, 
that no percentage shall be paid for the 
first five (5) years succeeding the date 
of said franchise, but thereafter such 
percentage shall be paid annually on 
the first day of May. 

Section 15. Tn the event that any 
other street railway line shall be built 
through the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco during the continuance of the 
franchise herein granted, said grantee, 
its successors and assigns, shall enter 
into such agreement or agreements with 
the grantee of any franchise for such 
other line for the exchange of transfers 


as shall be fair and equitable, having 
regard to conditions which shall exist 
at such time. 

Section 16. A book of tickets for the 
transportation of pupils under the age 
of sixteen years in going to and from 
public schools shall be sold for fifty 
(50) cents, each book to contain twenty 
(20) tickets and shall be received by 
said grantee on its street railroad be¬ 
tween the hours of 8 a. m. and 5 p. m. 
during the days in which said public 
schools are in session. 

Section 17. Said grantee is required 
to file in the office of the City Clerk of 
said City of South San Francisco an 
acceptance in writing of the provisions 
of this ordinance, under its corporate 
seal, within thirty (30) days after the 
final passage and approval of this ordi¬ 
nance, and the provisions of this ordi¬ 
nance shall be taken ahd deemed to be 
a contract between said City of South 
San Francisco, and said grantee from 
and after the date on which it shall 
take effect. 

Section 18. This ordinance shall be 
published in “The Enterprise,” a 
weekly newspaper published and cir- 
ltiteil in said City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, and shall take effect and be in 
force thirty ‘(30) days after the date of 
its passage, provided the acceptance 
mentioned in Section 17 hereof shall 
have been filed with said City Clerk, 
otherwise said ordinance shall be null, 
void and of no effect. 

That it is proposed by said Board of 
Trustees to grant said right, privilege 
and franchise upon the terms and con¬ 
ditions set forth in said draft ordinance: 
and 

That the character of said right, 
privilege and franchise Is fully de¬ 
scribed in the aforesaid draft ordinance, 
to which reference is hereby made, anil 
that the term for which it is proposed 
to grant said right, privilege or fran¬ 
chise is fifty (50) years from and after 
the date on which the ordinance grant¬ 
ing the same shall take effect; and 

That sealed hids for the grant of 
said right, privilege or franchise will 
be received by said Board of Trustees 
and may be filed with the City Clerk of 
said City of South San Francisco up to 
the hour of eight (8) o’clock p. m. on 
Monday, the 30th day of August, 1915; 
and that the successful bidder and his 
assigns must, during the life of said 
franchise, pay to said City of South San 
Francisco two (2) per cent of the gross 
annual receipts arising from the use, 
operation or possession of said right, 
privilege or franchise, as more fully 
expressed in Section 14 of the aforesaid 
ordinance, to which reference is hereby 
made; and 

That the said Board of Trustees will 
meet in open session on Monday, the 
30th day of August, 1915, at the hour of 
eight (8) o’clock p. m. at its chamber 
at No. 310 Linden Avenue in said City 
of South San Francisco, and will then 
and there open and read the said bids, 
and that said right, privilege or fran¬ 
chise will be struck off, sold and 
awarded to the person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion who shall make the highest cash 
bid therefor: provided only that at the 
time of opening said bids, any responsi¬ 
ble person, firm or corporation present
